sunk. Th is much is definite. Th ere 
may be oth ers sunk, as claimed 
by th e Germans, but if so.

Sco tts B luff co unty fo r land it in­ 
herited fro m the esta te o f the la te 
Edw'ard S. Ro binso n, fo rm er Yale 
fa culty member. The decisio n a f­ 
firm ed 
the Sco tts 
B luff co unty 
D istrict co urt. 
With that issue decided, J ustice 
Eberly w ent o n to po int o ut that 
under Nebraska law', it is do ubtful 
if the university even has leg a l 
rig ht to the land Mr. Ro binso n 
left it. The land wa s va lued at 
$7 3,7 8 6 . 
Subject To Escheat. 
Under previo us co urt ruling s, he 
said, the title Ya le university a c­ 
quired to the land “ is a ppa rently
